But if 
it becomes a’ law, then any member of Dr. Ander- 
son's church in this city, of Mx. Benton’s church iu 
Sacramento, and of all similar chorehes, who holds 
that his Pastor is a trae bona fide Bishop, can 


transfer property &., &c. to him under a fair and 


common sense interpretation of such a law; and 
such transfers might possibly, not unfrequently, re- 
sult to the disadvantage of all parties concerned. 

Let our law makers look ont how they venture 
on the very doubtful policy of mixing up more than 

, ecclesiastical and civil interests. 

If we do not mistake, @ very similar bill was at- 
tempted to be passed some years ago in the New 
York legislature. when. it was found, that there 
were far more bishops in the State than was con- 
venient for its exclusive geri and therefore 
failed.
